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EAGLE  ROCK  HIGH  SCHOOL  IN  1900 


The  first  school  (1883)  of  Eagle  Rock,  was  in  a  lumber  house  where  Mr.  Brack 
Rudisill’s  house  now  stands.  There  were  about  eight  students  and  their 
teacher  was  Miss  Cora  Rogers.  This  school  was  used  for  several  years  until 
the  second  school  was  built  on  what  is  now  Mr.  Ned  Rudisill’s  property.  It 
was  a  one- room  building.  The  third  school  was  built  back  of  Mr.  Maloney’s 
home.  It  had  about  four  rooms,  and  lasted  a  number  of  years.  Then  a  brick 
building  was  built  on  the  same  lot  which  had  about  six  rooms  and  served  un¬ 
til  1928-1929  when  the  present  building  shown  bKLow  was  built. 


From  these  small  beginnings  out  present 
school  has  developed.  From  eight  pupils 
we  have  grown  to  490.  Our  school  shows 
also,  the  growth  of  our  community.  It 
symbolizes  American  education  and  con¬ 
tributes  to  the  growth  of  a  better  pop¬ 
ulation.

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In  the  fall  of  1944,  forty-two  young  girls  and  boys  entered  a  plane  named

Votes  were  rewarded  by  having  their  rulers 
crowned.  "The  Freshman"  flew  the  highest,  their  votes  far  outnumbering  those 
sold  by  the  other  classes  and  our  King,  George  Burgess,  and  Queen  Mickey 
Myers,  were  crowned.  Finally,  the  first  stop  to  our  destination  came  and  Mrs. 
McClung  landed  us  safely.  While  our  airship  was  refueled,  and  renamed,  the 
members  rested,  visited  relatives,  or  did  unfinished  work. 

In  September  of  the  same  year,  our  members,  now  numbering  twenty-eight,  stepped 
aboard  the  plane  now  named  "The  Studious  Sophomore."  We  found  that  Mrs.  McClung 
was  still  our  leader  and  we  were  all  happy.  Our  course  did  not  seem  so  hard  to 
stay  on  now,  for  we  were  getting  accustomed  to  flight,  and  we  knew  what  to  ex¬ 
pect.  We  quickly  settled  down  to  the  new  routine,  for  the  air  that  we  traveled 
in  was  not  so  bumpy  as  it  had  been.  We  elected  a  new  crew  as . follows :  Presi¬ 
dent,  Henry  Scott;  Vice-President,  Bobby  Gibson;  Second  Vice-President  ,  Nancy 
Agnor;  Secretary-Treasurer,  Anna  Noel;  Sergeant-at-Arms ,  Richard  McClung;  and 
Reporter,  Pearl  Frango.  We  were  represented  in  most  of  the  clubs:  Dramatic 

Club,  Glee  Club,  Student  Council,  and  all  belonged  to  the  Ciceronian  Literary 
Society.  The  orotorical  and  essay  contest,  sponsored  by  the  American  Legion, 
was  entered  into  by  eight  from  the  Sophomore  class.  The  pleasantness  of  the 
monotony  of  hard  work  and  co-operation  caused  our  air  ship  to  wing  quickly 
through  the  days,  and  we  neared  our  second  destination  before  we  knew  it.  We 
again  landed  safely  under  the  guiding  hand  of  Mrs.  McClung. 

At  this  stop  we  all  had  a  little  more  business  and  work  to  do  and  had  more 
cares  upon  our  shoulders.  But  we  bore  them  well  and  had  a  happy  vacation.  In 
September,  we  were  ready  for  the  next  Dhase  of  our  Journey. 

Thirty  pupils  began  the  journey  this  time.  We  were  glad  to  have  a  new  class¬ 
mate,  Lucy  Vann,  with  us  and  Mack  Bayne,  a  classmate  of  the  Freshman  year  was 
back  again.  This  time  we  took  off  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Margaret  L. 
Allen.  Our  hopes  soared  higher  than  the  level  of  our  plane,  but  soon,  both 
leveled  off  at  the  same  altitude  with  the  realization  that  twomore  "hops"  were 
ahead.  The  "crew"  which  we  elected  were  as  follows:  President,  Robert  Bryant; 
Vice-President,  Henry  Scott;  Secretary,  Dartha  Nicely;  Ass't  Secretary,  Mickey 
Myers;  Treasurer,  Nancy  Agnor;  and  Reporter,  Anna  Noel.  The  "crew"  had  more 
responsibilities  since  they  were  more  experienced  and  we  were  all  on  a  higher 
party  in  the  spring  and  to  give  one  of  the  best  plays  of  the  year.  The  trip  has 
so  far  been  successful  and  Joyous  and  we  feel  that  it  will  remain  so,  for  each 
until  the  end.  Rays  of  light  are  already  making  a  bright  appearance  on  the 
horizon  and  our  plane  is  droning  smoothly  and  peacefully  into  the  happy  last  lap 
of  our  journey.
